Plan to create

A SERVICE that provides transport for 
elderly and disabled people has been 
forced to increase its fares. 


Wyre Forest Dial-a-Ride, which relies on donations and 
council grants, is charging an extra 50p per journey. The 16 
per cent rise has been put down to soaring fuel costs. 

The group, which offers a door-to-door service for about 
250 members, has faced funding problems. And bosses say 
they have now been forced to raise the charges as fuel prices 
reach record levels. From now on, journeys up to three miles 
will cost £3.50. 

Passengers travelling 
three to five miles will have 
to pay £4. Trips over six 
miles will be £6 and 
members with concession¬ 
ary bus passes are entitled to 
a £1 discount. 

Bosses say they are now 
spending more than £1,000 a 
month on fuel. It has almost 
doubled in recent years. 

Worcestershire County 
Council provides an £18,000 
annual grant but there are 
fears for this as the author¬ 
ity makes budget cuts. 

Donations 

Dial-a-Ride co-ordinator 
Rob Hartell said: “We are 
struggling. The members 
have agreed to raise fares 
and this is all down to fuel 
prices going up. 

“Our donations have 
fallen considerably, so it is 
difficult.” 

The service was recently 
forced to make two part- 
time drivers redundant, 
while Mr Hartell’s working 
week was reduced. 

It was also hit by vandal¬ 
ism. Yobs daubed graffiti on 
its shed in Brinton Park and 
splashed paint on a bus. 
They damaged the vehicle’s 
wiring and broke an aerial 
off another mini bus.

Council is 
aiming to 
save £700k 
on energy 

WYRE FOREST council is 
aiming to save more than 
£700,000 on its energy bills 
over the next five years. 

Council chiefs have drawn 
up a plan to reduce costs and 
cut the amount of energy 
and fuel used by 2017. 

They say they have identi¬ 
fied a number of projects to 
cut carbon emissions and 
day-to-day running costs. 

The council’s £10 million 
HQ being built at Finepoint 
Business Park is being fitted 
with low-carbon technolo¬ 
gies including a ground 
source heat pump and a 
green roof. 

Other changes being con¬ 
sidered include rubbish 
trucks with electric bin 
lifting systems, new boilers 
and better insulation for 
council buildings. 

The council’s economic 
director, Mike Parker, said:: 
“Fuel and energy costs have 
risen significantly over 
recent years and this trend 
is expected to continue. 

“We estimate that by 
implementing this plan we 
can avoid cumulative costs 
of £710,000 on our energy 
bills over the next five 
years.” 

The carbon management 
plan also includes special 
training for staff on how to 
reduce energy use.

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Plans strike the wrong 
note for music society 


THE chairman of Kidderminster 
Classical Music Society fears for 
the future of live music at the 
town’s library if proposed 
changes go ahead. 

Council bosses want to turn the second 
floor of Kidderminster Library in Market 
Street into offices. Under the plans, a 
Steinway grand piano would be moved to a 
first floor room. 

Music society chairman Graham Kiteley 
said he was worried that the new space 
would not be suitable for some concerts, 
which can attract up to 100 people.

Heart attack service 
bid to help save lives 


A NEW service could help save 
the lives of heart attack victims 
in Wyre Forest. 

The round-the clock service will mean 
patients will no longer have to travel up to 
42 miles for life-saving treatment out of 
hours. 

People now have to be taken to a heart 
attack centre in Wolverhampton, Birm¬ 
ingham or Coventry to see specialist 
doctors outside normal weekday hours. 

But now heath chiefs at Worcestershire 
Royal Hospital in Worcester have agreed 
to set up a new primary angioplasty treat¬ 
ment lab to run 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week. 

From September, patients in Wyre 
Forest will have to travel no more than 18 
miles for treatment. 

Primary angioplasty is a procedure to 
open narrowed or blocked arteries imme¬ 
diately after the most serious type of heart 
attack. 

Progressing 

The procedure is regarded as the inter¬ 
vention that produces the most effective 
results and outcomes for heart patients. 

Health bosses at Worcestershire Acute 
Hospitals NHS Trust, which runs the site 
along with Kidderminster Hospital, say 
the opening of a second lab will mean up to 
250 additional patients can be treated 
every year. 

Consultant cardiologist Dr Jasper 
Trevelyan said: “We are delighted that 
plans are progressing to enable this life¬ 
saving service to operate 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week from September.” 

The present Monday to Friday, 9am to 
5pm service, was introduced in January 
2011. The new plans were given the go- 
ahead by members of the health trust’s 
board of directors.

IMP'S caravan tax mission 


LOCAL MP Mark Gamier is 
looking into how a Govern¬ 
ment tax change will affect 
caravan users and sites in 
Wyre Forest. 

Holiday caravan parks in his con¬ 
stituency are concerned about pro¬ 
posed changes to VAT that may 
damage their profitability. 

There are 26 parks and 2,500 static 
caravans in Wyre Forest and Mr 
Gamier has asked the owners to 


provide details of how the changes 
could affect them. 

A plan to impose VAT on static cara¬ 
vans was announced in the Budget. A 
number of Tory MPs are lobbying 
against the change and caravan manu¬ 
facturers say the change could cost 
2,000 jobs.The Government is seeking 
people’s views on its plan. 

Mr Gamier said: “It is perfectly rea¬ 
sonable for the Government to consult, 
but as an MP whose constituency is 
affected by the proposed changes, I 
need to take action. 


“That is why I have written to all the 
holiday park owners in Wyre Forest to 
ascertain what the effect will be locally, 
and to make sure that the park owners 
make their own submissions to the 
consultation. 

“I will be putting in my own submis¬ 
sion that will be presenting a strong 
argument against the imposition of 
VAT on static caravans. 

“I encourage anyone else who thinks 
they might be affected to make a sub¬ 
mission.”

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Sweet hope of jobs with 
scheme for sugar factory 



The former British Sugar site in Kidderminster is set for redevelopment 


THE REDEVELOPMENT of 
the redundant former British 
Sugar factory site in Kidder¬ 
minster could create more 
than 400 jobs. 

Leading property specialists St 
Francis Group have submitted plans 
for phase one of the Silverwoods 
development. 

The site on Stourport Road would be 
completely transformed, providing a 
mix of uses including residential, 
employment, leisure and retail. 

St Francis Group’s plans have been 
described as one of the most important 
development opportunities in north 
Worcestershire for more than a 
quarter of a century. 

Wyre Forest District Council has 
worked closely with St Francis to 
develop a master plan to rejuvenate 
the neglected area. 

Important 

British Sugar closed its Kiddermin¬ 
ster operation in 2004 and the former 
sugar beet processing and production 
plant was acquired in 2006. All the 
buildings on the site have been taken 
down apart from 70-metre high twin 
silos, which can be seen as far away as 
Tenbury Wells and the Lickey Hills. 

The silos are expected to be demol¬ 
ished shortly. 

Jim Kelly, managing director of War¬ 
wickshire-based St Francis Group, 
said: “I am very pleased to announce 
that our proposals for Silverwoods 
have taken this important step 
forward. 

“We are moving closer to seeing the 
area transformed into an impressive 
development with homes, employ¬ 
ment, leisure and retail uses, which 
will benefit businesses and residents.” 

He added: “We have had tremendous 
support from the local authorities of 


Wyre Forest, Bromsgrove and Red- 
ditch throughout the process, includ¬ 
ing the award of a £1.2 million grant 
from Worcestershire Local Enterprise 
Partnership and a similar grant from 
Birmingham LER which has enabled 
us to make substantial progress. 

“Silverwoods will be the focus of 
innovation and investment and prom¬ 
ises to be Worcestershire’s leading 
major mixed use development over the 
next three years.” 

The grants, from the Government’s 
Growing Places Fund, will help spear¬ 
head progress of the first phase of the 
scheme by funding the majority of the 
Hoo Brook Link Road, to connect 
Stourport Road with Worcester Road. 


The second and final phase of devel¬ 
opment of the Silverwoods site will be 
pursued when this link road is built. 

Wyre Forest MP Mark Garnier said: 
“The redevelopment is a very impor¬ 
tant step in the path to economic recov¬ 
ery of both the town and the district. 

“I am proud of the area and the com¬ 
mitment made by St Francis Group is 
welcome and very gratefully received. 

“I look forward to working with St 
Francis to help them achieve its goals 
in Kidderminster.” 

Infrastructure work will begin once 
a decision on the planning application 
is announced.

THIS £1 million powerboat 
being built in the Black 
Country is just months away 
from a world record attempt. 

Work is nearing completion on the 
90ft long and 16ft wide boat Accom¬ 
plish More. It has been handmade at 
Micklewrights Structures in Dudley 
after the firm was chosen by adven¬ 
turer Alan Priddy. He hopes to beat 
the 61-day record for sailing around 
the world. 

He is planning to set off with his 
team in November. 

The team is fitting out the interior 
of the vessel, which will weigh around 
15 tonnes. It will have jet-style engines 
fitted. 

Mr Priddy said he wanted skilled 
metal workers to make the boat rather 
than boat builders. 

Pleased 

The aluminium sheets for the 
powerboat, which will be bright red 
when finished, have been supplied by 
Blackburn Metals, in nearby 
Kingswinford. 

Mr Priddy, a 58-year-old engineer 
from Portsmouth, invited visitors to 
take a closer look at the boat. He said: 
“I am very pleased. We have just about 
finished the technical engineering 
before we start the cosmetic work. 
Everyone is very excited.” 

Among the visitors to the factory, on 
the Thornleigh trading estate, were 
Trevor Dean of Hagley, and his nine- 
year-old grandson Liam Allen. 

Keen photographer Mr Dean, aged 
65, said he was impressed. “I think it 
is spectacular. It is going to look fan¬ 
tastic when it is completed. I read 
about the open day and decided to 
come along to take some pictures as it 
is something so unusual,” he said. 

The boat is expected to leave the 
Black Country in 10 weeks.

It said: “We met with the 
chairman of the residents asso¬ 
ciation late last year, during 


which he expressed concern 
regarding a number of matters, 
the majority of which we have 
attended to. 

“There are complex land 
ownership matters involved. 

“We met Worcestershire 
County Council to progress the 
adoption and agree any out¬ 
standing remedial works and a 
programme of works to ensure 
all matters are resolved as 
quickly as possible.”

What is the appeal descending 
underground to crawl through 
mud in the dark and damp? 

REBECCA CARR dons her lamp 
and hard hat to find out 


WHY would anyone want to 
go caving? Not even Glaston¬ 
bury could prepare me for 
how muddy I would get. 

You spend hours squeezing through 
tight spaces, climbing up slippery 
uneven surfaces and crawling through 
icy water. It’s cold, dark and damp. 

On a bright sunny morning in South 
Wales, I took the plunge into darkness 
with Dudley Caving Club and crawled 
my way into Ogof Craig A Ffynnon to 
find out. 

After a short scramble, the cave 
opened up into a small cavern full of 
“straw” stalactites suspended from the 
ceiling. 

This was my first insight into the 
spectacular world underground. By the 
time we reached the grandest chamber, 
aptly named The Hall of the Mountain 
King, I had forgotten the claustropho¬ 
bic crawls we had achieved to get there. 

It looked like a film set, more Lord of 
the Rings than the 2005 caving-based 
horror film The Descent. 

The five-metre stalactites and 
matching stalagmites were enough to 
understand why people are spend their 
weekends in caves rather than in their 
gardens. 

Chairman of Dudley Caving Club, 
Keith Edwards, said: “It still amazes 
me when we crawl through all the 
grotty stuff and it opens up into some¬ 
where like the Hall of the Mountain 
King.” 

I was relieved to have the help of 
fellow novice caver, Chloe Burney, a vet 


in Sedgley. Her reason for joining 
Dudley Caving Club was that she 
wanted to do something that scared 
her after feeling unimpressed by a 
tandem skydive. 

Chloe said: “I’m not the most 
natural caver but I think my enthusi¬ 
asm counts. My friends don’t under¬ 
stand why I would choose to do it.” 

One caver, Jess Harding, said she 
knew one friend who started caving 
after watching The Descent. 

Managed 

It has created a bad reputation for 
the hobby and many people warned me 
not to see it before my underground 
adventure. To put people’s minds at 
rest, there’s nothing down there, 
except for a smadl bat. 

With a little help and an extra ladder 


pitched for the beginners, I managed 
all the tunnels and climbs. 

The boulder choke - a corkscrew 
tunnel created by boulders - was chal¬ 
lenging with a scary head-first decent 
on the way back out. Mark Burkey was 
thrilled that his new diet allowed him 
to make the final squeeze before we 
headed back for the sunshine. 

The smell of fresh air once we 
reached the surface was a relief after 
four hours down in the caves. 

It could have been am ordeal, but the 
friendly cavers helping me adong the 
way made the experience rewarding 
and at times, even fun. The bruises, 
were proof that I survived. 

Caving is a hobby that you would 
either love or hate but it is definitely 
worth trying it. To join Dudley Caving 
Club call Keith on 0121 525 1230.

Slaving and saving to make a better life 


WAS shocked to read a recent letter 
from a lady who married in 1962 and 
brought a child into the world to live in 
a condemned house with no hot water 
or inside lavatory. 

It read like a melodrama from a 
bygone age, not one where birth control 
was widely available to married 
women. 

We married in 1966, the year 
England won the World Cup. We had a 
church wedding, with a white dress for 
me which cost 21 guineas, one brides¬ 
maid, one best man and a wedding 
breakfast for a dozen guests at the Park 
Hall Hotel. 


Everyone chose their meal from the 
menu, there was pretend champagne, 
and we paid for everything ourselves. I 
was 20 and he was 21. 

Our home was the rented upstairs 
rooms of a house, and with the land¬ 
lord’s agreement and financial support, 
we decorated the rooms. 

At the same time my new husband 
worked three shifts at Goodyear, and I 
worked 40 hours a week in am office. It 
was a time of full employment, and it 
was possible to leave one job in the 
morning, and with luck, land amother 
one somewhere else in the aifternoon. 

Pay had risen quite a lot in an effort 


by employers to keep good workers, so 
with slaving and saving we soon had 
the deposit for our own home. 

Yes, I am sure there was real poverty 
around in those days, and not everyone 
was lucky enough to enjoy either the 
good health or the will to maike a better 
life for themselves.

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Mobiles 
tumour 
link 'not 
revealed’ 

NO convincing evidence has 
been revealed that mobile 
phones damage human 
health in spite of an “explo¬ 
sion” in research into the 
issue over the past decade, a 
major new study has said. 

In what has been billed as 
the most comprehensive 
study of its kind, scientists 
said driving while using a 
handset remains the one 
established health risk of 
mobile phones. 

The review found despite 
a large number of studies on 
cancer risks in relation to 
mobile phone use, overall 
the results had not demon¬ 
strated the use of them 
causes brain tumours or any 
other type of cancer. 

The report, from the 
Health Protection Agency’s 
independent advisory group, 
warned that it was “impor¬ 
tant” to continue to monitor 
all the evidence as there was 
little information on the 
risks beyond 15 years from 
first exposure. 

This monitoring should 
include national brain 
tumour trends which have 
so far given “no indication” 
of any risk. 

The HPA said it would 
continue to advise a “pre¬ 
cautionary” approach and 
keep the science under close 
review. 

It recommended “exces¬ 
sive” use of mobiles by chil¬ 
dren should be discouraged 
while adults should make 
their own choices. 


Traders see some light for 
market but it's still tough

The Wolverhampton indoor market 
is enjoying a revival. LAURA 
BLYTH speaks to traders about 
their hopes for a brighter future 

IT HAS far exceeded expecta¬ 
tions, raking in £89,000 more than 
expected in the past year and 
giving hope to the city’s strug¬ 
gling retail industry. 

And traders on Wolverhampton’s indoor 
market today said the future is looking 
brighter for them - despite some voicing 
fears that footfall figures are still too low. 

The decline of the market has now been 
officially halted after bosses revealed stalls 
had brought in far more than they expected. 

And with a multi-million pound Sains- 
bury’s store opening at nearby Raglan 
Street, expected to offer free parking, 
traders said things were finally starting to 
look up. David Meads, who runs memora¬ 
bilia store Sporting Past Times, said trade 
was picking up after a slow winter. 

Wonders 

The 58-year-old from Penn said: “I’ve 
been here since August. It wasn’t great over 
the winter, with the bad weather. 

“I expect things are going to get a bit 
busier in the summer months. People are 
just starting to find out I’m here so it’s 
getting better.” 

Butcher Robin Newby, 54, who has been 
at the market for six years, admitted he was 
looking forward to the new Sainsbury’s 
opening. “I think the free parking there will 
do wonders for us,” said the father of two, 
who lives in Wilkes Road, Codsall. 

“People will walk down here to have a look 


at what we’re offering. It has been quiet 
these past few months but we have our 
regular customer base who are very loyal to 
us.” 

And Marty Street, owner of The Cartoon 
Workshop which opened six months ago, 
said trade was steady and beginning to 
improve. The 49-year-old from Short Heath, 
Willenhall, said: “I had the first three 
months rent-free and decided to stay on. 

“I’m doing all right at the moment. My 
customer base is varied. Trade is steady and 
I really like it here. The atmosphere is great. 
I would never want to leave.” 

Council bosses had been braced for a loss 
of £270,250 but the market performed 
better, with the loss restricted to £181,000. 

The figures were revealed less than two 
years since the council considered moving 


market stalls to Dudley Street. The market, 
which has more than 100 stalls indoors and 
space for 90 outside on Market Square, had 
suffered because of businesses closing up in 
preparation for the £300 million Summer 
Road shopping centre, which was scrapped 
in 2011 after more than seven years of plan¬ 
ning. 

Difficult 

However, despite news the market is 
being in more money than expected, some 
traders said times were as tough as ever. 

Sukhdarshan Singh, who opened Singh 
Fashion 13 years ago, said free parking was 
needed to attract people in to the market. 

The 56-year-old from the Sedgemoor Park 
estate, Bilston, said: “It was very busy when 
I first opened in the market. Now it’s just 


dead. There needs to be free parking for at 
least an hour. It’s getting very difficult to 
pay the rent. Things aren’t looking up for 
me.” 

And Treats ’n’ Sweets owner Caroline 
Smith, from Lower Penn, Wolverhampton, 
admitted some shop units near her had been 
empty for severed months, without any signs 
of someone new moving in. 

The 55-year-old said: “I don’t think the 
situation is getting any better. It has picked 
up since January and February but only 
because the weather is getting better. 

“There are some units near me that have 
been empty for a number of months. It 
doesn’t help with my trade when customers 
see all the empty units. 

“I’m hoping things will improve dramati¬ 
cally when Sainsbury’s opens.” 


Tracking 
down the 
benefits 
fraudsters 

FOUR thousand benefits 
cheats in Staffordshire and 
the Black Country are being 
probed by investigators us¬ 
ing undercover surveillance. 

Figures have revealed the 
scale of the fraud that costs 
taxpayer millions of pounds 
a year. 

Investigators are turning 
to the Proceeds of Crime Act 
to force cheats, who have 
lived a life of luxury as a 
result of their offences, to 
pay back the money they 
have swindled more 
quickly - or face jail. 

More than 2,000 benefits 
cases were prosecuted 
across the Midlands last 
year as a result of fraud 
costing the taxpayer almost 
£40 million. 

Tracey Evans, head of a 
financial investigation team 
that operates throughout 
the West Midlands, said: 
“Part of the deterrent for 
committing crime against 
the benefit system is sending 
a clear message that crime 
does not pay. 

“Acquiring and repaying 
debt as quickly as possible 
supports this message. The 
Proceeds of Crime Act is a 
useful tool in our armoury to 
enable this to happen. 

“What must not be forgot¬ 
ten is that the majority of 
people claiming benefit do so 
legitimately. However, for 
those that for whatever 
reason decide that they do 
wish to cheat the system, we 
will catch them.”

Stackmann is referring to this new AO 
grouping of entry-level small cars that his 
firm’s new Citigo car will fit into. 

It marks the carmaker’s entry into this 
tiny city commuter car category, from 
where it hopes to tap a broader market. 

According to Skoda research, we are 
returning to life in the urban jungle. And to 
survive, which generally means getting 
from A to B, requires a car like the Citigo. 

The name, as you’ve probably noted, 
leaves little ambiguity about the position¬ 
ing of this car. 

At the pinnacle of this untapped market, 
Stackmann earnestly tells me, is the wife of 
a young urban family - someone like mine, 
he notes. 

They have a couple of kids and the family 
may have a couple of cars but the wife 
prefers a run-around like the Citigo that is 
small, safe and practical for the school and 


shopping run. Skoda prides itself on safety 
and this car - alongside its siblings the VW 
Up! and Seat Mii - has a four-star Euro 
NCAP safety rating. 

Earlier that morning we were flown to 
Portugal’s capital, Lisbon, to test the 
Citigo. 

We drove out of the city, up the moun¬ 
tains, zig-zagged through snaky country 
lanes, and returned to the city. 

Despite its small stature and equally 
small engine, the Citigo can handle itself. 
So it is more than just a city car - the Citigo 
will be comfortable in hilly suburbs too. 

Overcrowded 

It is, admittedly, particularly happy in its 
natural habitant, the dense overcrowded 
city centre - in this case, cobbled narrow 
roads, where the Citigo’s length of 3.5m is 
a life saver. 

This being friendly Skoda, the lack of 
brand aggression also means other road 
users are happy to let us merge lanes - at 
times almost motioning us to overtake! 

I’m impressed by the thoughtful design 
features in the cabin, - unashamedly aimed 



at a female buyer - including a brilliant 
mobile phone holder above the gear lever 
that is at once so simple in its design and yet 
so practical that I’m amazed other manu¬ 
facturers haven’t caught on. 

Other intuitive features include netting 
in the compact 251-litre boot to secure 
smaller luggage and shopping bags. 

Stackmann jokes that the engineering 
team put netting wherever they could. 

Sounds silly but such a simple stretchy 
material is ideal for securing belongings 
without adding much weight to the car. 
Even the front cup/bottle holders, mounted 
to the inner sides of the driver and pas¬ 
senger seats, are made of netting. 

You can opt for an automatic 
transmission, 
opening glass 
seats, park assist, and the 
handy compact Navigon 
navigation and infotain¬ 
ment system that is also 
offered on the VW Up! 

Like its VW and Seat 
siblings, the Citigo is a 
car for the 21st century. 


Being fuel-efficient, it won’t damage the 
environment significantly, its diminutive 
size is ideal for current commuting pat¬ 
terns, and in the megacities of the future, it 
won’t take up too much space. 

These may sound like silly trivial 
notions, but as a world we are urbanising at 
an alarming rate and overcrowded cities 
don’t cope well with oversized cars.

Twelve-year-old Bryony Griffiths was first on the mat at 
the Antwerp Open and started well with a fine win in her 
first ever international contest. She carried on to the semi¬ 
final where she was caught with a good throw and unfortu¬ 
nately sustained an injury to her shoulder which meant she 
could not continue in the competition. 


However, as she was 
already in the bronze medal 
position, she came away 
with a medal. 

Frankie Marston was next 
up and the 14-year-old set 
about her opponents with 
gusto. 

Three wins out of three 
saw her into the final. She 
lost that match to a Dutch 
player so finished with 
silver. 

Sixteen-year-old Brendan 
Crummy also started well 
with a series of wins carry¬ 
ing him into the final against 
a Belgian player, who caught 
him with an excellent throw, 
so he too ended with silver. 

Toughest 

Charis Hancocks, 17, was 
last to compete on Saturday 
and faced a tough group. 

Her first contest was the 
toughest of all, against the 
eventual gold medalist. 

But Hancocks produced 
the throw of the weekend to 
defeat her second level black 
belt opponent by maximum 
points. 

However, she dropped a 
clanger in her next contest 
and this ended her chances 
of making the final. 

Hancocks came back to 
decisively win her last

contest, again by maximum 
points, to take the bronze. 

On Sunday the Samurai 
moved on to the Eernegum 
Open, just outside Brugge, 
where Nancy Palfreyman 
took bronze in her first 
international event. 

Marston and Hancocks 
moved up a weight category 
and found the extra strength 
level difficult to handle, but 
both ended up winning 
bronze medals.

He lost in the round 
before the quarter-final and 
then needed three more 
wins to take the bronze. 

He took the first two in 
spectacular fashion and 
gained a high score in the 
third, only to allow his oppo¬ 
nent to get too close and be 
caught by a maximum-point 
throw which cost him the 
contest and the medal.

Kidderminster Harriers 0

THE injury to Anthony 
Malbon overshadowed 10- 
man Kidderminster’s last 
game of the season, which 
ended in failure to secure a 
Blue Square Bet Premier 
play-off spot. 

Third-placed Mansfield 
Town sealed victory after 
Harriers had Lee Vaughan 
sent off and Malbon 
removed on a stretcher. 

He suffered a blow to the 
head and neck during the 
touchline collision with 
Louis Briscoe, who was one 
of Mansfield’s scorers along 
with Lee Stevenson and 
Matt Green. 

They hit the target after 
Harriers’ player-of-the- 
season Vaughan had been 
dismissed for elbowing Matt 
Rhead in the 48th minute. 

Kidderminster finished 
sixth for the second succes¬ 
sive season, Luton Town 
securing the final play-off 
spot following a 2-0 win at 
champions Fleetwood Town. 

Aggborough boss Steve 
Burr’s assistant Gary Whild 
admitted the defeat was dis¬ 
appointing, but added: “To 
take the season into the last 
game and finish sixth again 
is, in terms of the players 
we’ve got here, a fantastic 
achievement by the gaffer.” 

Saves 

He added: “It’s great to 
come as far as we have with 
a bunch of young players 
who I’m sure are going to be 
a lot better for the experi¬ 
ence.
